'The panel is e.xpected 
to complete its review' by 
the end of March.

administration, Jose 
A. Gomez-lbanez, the 
Derek C. Bok Professor 
of Urban Planning and

Lapp, former Executive 
Director and CKO for the 
New A'ork Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority, 
North Americjin s largest 
transportation network. 

Paul Barrett of Cohas- 
set was selected to chair 
the panel. 

Barrett has over two 
decades of public service 
experience in state and 
local government, includ- 
ing serving as an AssisUint 
Director for Harbor Plan- 
ning and Development 
for the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority' (BRA) 
and overseeing the Boston 
Municipal Harbor Plan 
under Mayor Riiv'mond 
L. Flymn. Barrett was 
later named Director of 
the BR/V responsible for 
executive direction of 
Bostons planning, zoning 
and development activi- 
ties. Following his service 
at the BRA, Barrett was 
named Secretary of 
Economic Development 
and Executive Direc- 
tor of the Rhode Island 
Port Authority’ by Rhode 
Island Governor Bnice 
Sundlun.

Mariner Q^s\

N ew Englanders 
have braved a 
long, cold winter 
so far. with a seemingly 
never-ending c\de of 
snowstorm. With the 
S<3uth Shore buried in 
several feet of snow, folks 
from all walks of life face 
the same issues, from 
spending days shoveling to 
dealing with ice dams, roof 
raking and snowy com- 
mutes. But what s it like 
l>eing the bearer of *T)ad 
news’* to New Englanders 
on a near daily basis this 
time of year? 

The Mariner asked 
broadcast meteorologist 
Joe Joyce of NECN (New 
England Cable News), who 
lives in Cohasset, to share 
a day in the life of a New’ 
England weatherman. 

Joyce, who has worked 
as a meteorologist for 18 
years, has four children 
under 12 who attend 
Cohasset schools - and 
have enjoyed several snow 
days over the past month. 


Cohasset Mariner (CM): 
**How have you and your 
kids been spending your 
snow days?” 

Joe Joyce (JJ): Tve been 
cleaning my house, roof, 
and gutters... The kids love 
It: then, of course, we’ve got 
February vacation, which is 
just what they need - more 
time [off]. These kids need 
to get to school...” 


CM: ^This must be a 
fun time of year to be a 
weatherman... Could you 
take us through a typical 


day on the job?” 

JJ: It s . like any 
other day You come in and 
go over stuff and look at the 
data you have We lo^k at a 
variety of different weatfier 
models from all over the 
world that give uf different 
outcomes. It’s alway**. nice 
when they’re simnar we look 
for model agreement to give 
us confidence in our fore- 
casts With this next storm 
[the Feb. 14 - 15 ’’Valentine’s 
weekend" blizzard] our 
models are in agreement, all 
showing the same thing for 
this weekend, this is going 
to be a substantial storm I 
don’t know if it'll be block- 
buster or not. but at this 
point another feet of snow is 
not going to be good 


CM: “Do you report to 
work really early to get 
ahead of the weather?” 

JJ: ’ Matt Noyes [NECN 
chief meteorologist] comes 
in at 2 or 3 in morning and 
gets cranking: I have a more 
regular shift, from 9 to 5. 
Nelly [Carreno. meteorolo- 
gist] does the 4 to 11 shift 
We fill in for each other, that 
kind of thing.’ 


CM: “What is your day- 
to-day like?” 

JJ: ”lt’s really three different 
jobs: I’m a meteorologist 
and forecast the weather, 
and also make all the graph- 
ics: we re graphic artists and 
draw the fronts and boards. 
[On a typical day] I get the 
weather models, satellites, 
and radars and look at cur- 
rent conditions, and do a 
little fortune telling - what’s 
going to happen today and 
the next day. I look at the 
temperature, where the 
winds are above our heads.. 

I look at all the different 
atmospheres... Everybody 
wants their forecast to be 
accurate.

CM: “Do you ever get 
flack from the pubiic for 
having to be the bearer 
of bad news when storms 
like these come?” 

JJ: “People it all right; 
they take it in stride. [Any 
ribbing] is all part of the 
territory." 


CM: “How iong 
have you worked as a 
meteorologist?” 

JJ: I’ve been there since 
1997 [and has also worked 
for WBZ-TV in Boston]... I 
have 20 years of experience 
[in meteorology]. I started 
off in Bangor. Maine . It’s 
been nice to support my 
family and have a career in 
television” 


CM: “Was this always 
what you wanted to do?” 

JJ: ’Pretty much. In sixth 
grade, it was in my year- 
book. I’ve always had a love 
for it.’’ 


CM: “What*s the best 
part about working in 
meteorology this time of 
year, when there's a lot of 
weather to report on? 

JJ: ’’Like very storm is its 
own beast, and has its own 
personality, every season 
has its own story to tell.

“Tm grateful our 
insurance coverage 
was stable** througliout 
the years, said Patrick 
PLante, retired industrial 
arts teacher. But now, “1 
am very frustrated and 
ill at ease,** he said. 

Curt CuUins, a retired 
English teacher, princi- 
pal and coach, said that 
the term “'fixed income’ 
gels tossed around by 
pundits. 

"It*s a balancing act 
we face on a daily basis," 
said Collins, adding that 
the town’s decision will 
have "enormous rami- 
fications on all areas of 
our remaining lives." 

In a recent commen- 
tary for the Cohasset 
Mariner, Timothy Davis 
of the OPEB committee, 
offered .some background 
and clarity which is 
worth repeating here. 

Mr. Davis wTote in 
part: " ..the unfunded 
OPEB liability has 
grown to $40 million 
and continues to grow' 
approximately $2 mil- 
lion per year. The Town's 
portion of insurance 
premium for active and 
retired employees now 
accounts for 10 percent 
of the anniuil Town 
budget and is growing 


at .0 to H percent per 
year while revenues ran 
only grow at 2-^/} to 3 
percent per year. If this 
trend IS not resolved, the 
Town will face having tr> 
reduce employees, cut 
services and make other 
painful adjustment.^ to 
the biulget. 

"The solution to this 
problem comes in many 
part^ and will impact all 
of us in different wayi^"

Tins has been done and 
was received favorably by 
our Town employees. 

■ The Second Step is 
to migrate retired teach- 
ers from their existing 
GIC insurance plan to 
the same MIIA plan 
already adopted by our 
active employees and 
other retirees. 

■ 'fhe Third Step is 
to migrate all Town 
employees to the origi- 
nal 50:50 cost sharing 
of medical insurance 
premiums. 'Ihis step 
will take time, will 
involve many discussions 
and good faith nego- 
tiations and will come 
with appropriate cost 
mitigation. 

"It is imperative that 
all favorable economic 
benefit achieved through 
this process be directed 
to the OPEB Trust 
Fund, thereby secur- 
ing payment of medical 
insurance premiums for 
retired Town employees. 

"Further, we must 
institutionali/e discipline 
for future generations 
by establishing Tow n 
policy to fund the OPEB 
Tnist Fund as part of 
the Town annual budget 
proce.ss. Presently, the 
OPEB Trust Fund merely 
competes for remaining 
free cash. 

“If this Plan is imple- 
mented, the Town will 
begin to reduce the $40 
million unfunded liabil- 
ity and, over the course 
of several decades, will 
bring that liability to 
zero. This will result in 
a sound and sustain- 
able medical insurance 
program for all Town 
employees and retirees 
and will put the Town on 
a much stronger eco- 
nomic foundation," Mr.

P re.serv ing our Tow n’s 
commitment to 
retired staff mem- 
bers while ensuring that 
those commitments do 
not cripple the Tow n’s 
ability to prov ide quality 
educational and public 
service to our residents 
are the two central prin- 
ciples that have guided the 
Board of Selectmen as we 
have addres.sed Cohas.set’s 
long-term OPFIB liability 
(Other Post Employment 
Benefits, which m Cohits- 
set is primarily retiree 
health insurance). 

On Tuesday ev ening. the 
Board, after extensive con- 
sultation with the School 
Committee, legal counsel, 
financial adv isors, the 
OPEB Committee, and the 
MIIA insurance group, 
voted to migrate our 
retired teachers from their 
current GIC insurance 
plan to comparableMlIA 
plans — the same plan 
options offered to all 
current Tow n anti Scluxil 
employees and all rown 
retirees. 

TTiis vote came after 
almost two vears of 


research, actuarial 
analysis, evaluation of 
options, and several 
actions to reduce Cohas- 
.set’s unfunded healthcare 
liability while preserv - 
ing the ability to provide 
future benefits. The Board 
of Selectmen carefully 
considered healthcare 
plan options prior to 
Tuesday’s vote, and are 
confident that our retired 
teachers will have compa- 
rable or superior health 
care coverage through 
the MIIA plans. We were 
verv' sensitive to and spent 
many hours discussing 
the financial impact on 
our retirees living on 
fixed incomes and are 
fully committed to work- 
ing actively to mitigate 
any cost impact that this 
change may have. Our 
goal IS to establish a miti- 
gation trust fund, which 
will preserve the current 
health insurance premium 
structure for current 


retirees for the rest of 
their lives. 

For example, if a retired 
teacher is paying $50 a 
month for their current 
GIC health insurance at 
the time of the transition, 
they will pay that same 
$50 a month for their 
new' MIIA Blue Cross/ 
Blue Shield plan. Future 
years will be subject to 
applicable rate increases 
for MIIA health insur- 
ance, just iis has been 
the case with current 
GIC health insurance. 

In addition, having all 
employees and retirees 
of the Town of Cohasset 
(school and town) on the 
same plan will afford us 
more negotiating power 
witli the insurance carrier 
and w ill enable the Town 
Manager, working in 
concert with our employ- 
ees, to Ih* always vigilant 
about options to ensure 
that our valued employees 
are offered the best, most 
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Cohasset .Assessors*

"Since liLst summer we’ve 
been meeting with the 
school committee, diM Uss- 
ing ways of preserving the 
Iwnefits we have extended 
to our retirees and employ- 
ees." said Kennedy. 

On January 6, the select- 
men voted to start the 
pr<K'ess of terminating the 
tow n’s acceptance of the 
plan per Mass (leneral 
Law^. chapter .'52 B, sec- 
tion 11 FI.

Selectmen assured the 
audience that they are 
working on a plan to negate 
any rising costs. 

"The goal is to offer a 
cost-neutral, comparable 
healthcare plan," said 
Kennedy, adding, "We are 
working ax tively to mitigate 
any cost impact this change 
will have, or may have." 

Selectmen vice-chair 
Steve Ctaumer, w ho was not 
present at the meeting but 
participated via conference 
call, offered an aniilog)'.

“'Fhe tow'n has been pro- 
viding Blue Cross Blue 
Shield to our active and 
retired employees for some 
time," said Senior, adding 
that the MIIA plan still 
utilizes Blue Cross Blue 
Shield.

Retirees will also be 
able to keep their cur- 
rent doctors, allowing for 
a "seamless" transition.

"These plans are in exis- 
tence right now for town 
employees," said Senior.

Kennedy asked for one of 
the retired teachers in the 
audience to poll the rest of 
the group in order to take 
an advisorv' vote on switch- 
ing plans. Fran Cronin 
of Abington volunteered. 
She also voiced what she 
deemed to be the consensus 
of her fellow retirees. 

“While we appreciate 
the numerous assurances 
the selectmen, school 
committee, and town are 
hoping to make this a cost 
neutral proposal, we have 
seen nothing in writing, no 
specific plan offered to us," 
said Cronin. "At this point, 
are w*e comfortable being 
moved from a comprehen- 
sive health plan that has 
been affective for us for the 
past 20, 30 years?" 

Cronin asked the group 
to vote “aye" or “nay" on the 
measure; not a single "aye" 
was uttered. The board pro- 
ceeded to its vote, but not 
before selectmen Martha 
Gjesteby and Karen Quig- 
ley told the audience that 
they would not be voting in 
favor of the switch if they 
thought it would have a 
detrimental outcome. 

“I could not do this if I 
felt the town is breaking 
its promises or offering less 
coverage to retirees," said 
Quigley. “Everything we’ve 
heard from MIIA repre- 
sentatives is that this is a 
very comparable program; 
a program they’re happy 
with, the transition will be

seamless, you won’t have 
to be changing doctors. . A 
lot of the concerns you have 
will be mitigated. It’s cer- 
tainly not the intent of this 
board to have any negative 
impact on retirees." 

Gjesteby said that her 
four children went through 
the Cohasset school syistem 
"with wonderful teach- 
ers," and if she thought 
this change would harm 
retirees, "I w'ould not have 
entered into [this]." 

The whole point of this 
change is to address the 
looming OPEB burden, 
Quigley added, which is 
a nationwide problem in 
both the public and private 
sector. 

“This is not something 
unique to Cohasset," said 
Quigley. “Everybody is 
trying to w*ork within a 
framework of promises 
made and the ability to 
keep them financially... If 
we’re not able to mitigate 
that, we are not going to 
be able to keep our prom- 
ises to retirees or maintain 
the services we offer to the 
town." 

Senior said that making 
this change “will help 
preserve the benefit" of 
healthcare for retirees. 

“I understand people’s 
concerns," he said during 
a five-minute recess, as 
the disappointed group of 
retired teachers trudged 
out of the library after the 
board’s vote. “We’re going 
to work very' hard to miti- 
gate them."
